Social  Conditions 

The  majority  of  the  adult  population  continued  to  be  em- 
ployed in  agriculture  or  in  works  within  the  Borough  of  Chelms- 
ford. 


Evacuation  continued  to  cause  movement  of  population  into 
the  District.  The  evacuees  were  mainly  billeted  with  house- 
holders and  a small  number  were  housed  in  vacant  properties 
requisitioned  and  furnished  for  the  purpose. 

No  outbreaks  of  disease  have  occurred  which  could  be  attri- 
butable to  evacuation.  There  were  a number  of  cases  of  impetigo 
and  scabies,  principally  amongst  children.  These  were  given 
hospital  treatment. 

Various  difficult  children  not  suffering  from  any  infectious 
disease  were  treated  at  a hostel  established,  for  the  purpose  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  Council.  The  results  of  treatment  at  this 
hostel  have  been  very  satisfactory.  Evacuees  from  other  reception 
areas  have  been  received  and  treated  at  this  hostel  when  accom- 
modation has  been  available. 

Variable  assistance  was  given  by  the  local  medical  practitioner 
and  district  nurse.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE 

AREA 

Laboratory  facilities:  Additional  facilities  to  supplement 
those  already  available  have  been  provided  by  the  establishment 
of  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratories  under  the  direction 
of  +he  Medical  Research  Council. 

Ambulance  facilities  : Nursing  in  the  home  : Treat- 
ment Centres  and  Clinics  : Hospitals — Public  and  Voluntary. 
Registered  Nursing  Homes.  These  all  remain  unchanged. 

Two  war  emergency  maternity  hospitals  are  provided  in 
the  district. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

Water  : Except  in  those  parishes  within  the  Southend 
Waterworks  Company’s  statutory  area  and  in  Broomfield  where 
there  is  a local  supply,  water  continues  to  be  obtained  in  bulk 
from  the  South  Essex  Waterworks  Company. 

A survey  of  all  public  wrells  in  the  district  and  an  analysis 
of  the  waters  was  made  early  in  the  year. 

Vaiious  extensions  to  the  mains  amounted  to  1250  yards. 
2513  yards  of  mains  were  renewed. 

During  the  year  122  additional  premises  were  connected 
to  the  mains. 

Samples  taken  from  the  Broomfield  Waterworks  are  reported 
upon  as  a “ wholesome  water,  suitable  for  the  purposes  of  public 
supply.” 

A chlorinator  was  installed  at  these  works  in  November. 
A mobile  electric  generating  plant  was  purchased  for  use  in  operat- 
ing electrical  pumping  apparatus  at  the  various  pumping  stations 
in  the  event  of  failure  of  the  mains  supply. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

An  additional  branch  sewer  was  constructed  during  the  year 
in  Bells  Chase,  Great  Baddow. 

A sample  of  the  effluent  from  the  Ingatestone  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  has  been  reported  upon  as  being  of  a satisfactory  standard. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

No  great  changes  have  been  made  to  those  shown  in  previous 
reports. 


Public  Cleansing. 

No  changes  were  made  in  the  collection  services  during  the 

year. 


The  salvage  scheme  was  extended  and  a trailer  for  attachment 
to  the  Shelvoke  and  Drewry  Freighter  purchased,  and  was  in 
operation  during  the  major  part  of  the  year.  The  contractor 
made  similar  provision  for  his  vehicles. 

Some  alterations  were  carried  out  at  the  Depot  for  storing 
salvaged  materials  prior  to  their  collection  by  merchants.  Central 
dumps  were  established  in  those  parishes  where  no  collection 
services  is  in  operation  and  these  are  periodically  cleared. 

Accurate  statistics  as  to  the  exact  amount  of  salvage  collected 
in  the  District  is  rendered  difficult,  since  the  contractor  deals  with 
that  portion  collected  by  him,  and  private  collections  are  made 
in  some  parishes  to  provide  revenue  for  various  village  activities, 
and  in  addition  much  of  the  scrap  metal  is  dealt  with  directly 
by  the  Ministry  of  Supply  through  their  Village  dumps  scheme. 
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Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area. 

The  following  table  gives  details  of  the  inspections  carried 
out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department  and  of  notices  served. 
Civil  Defence  and  other  abnormal  duties  arising  out  of  war  con- 
ditions have  interfered  with  normal  work.

It  is  impossible  to  give  any  accurate  picture  as  to  overcrowding 
based  on  the  Housing  Act  standard.  War  conditions  have  resulted 
in  relatives  and  friends  taking  up  temporary  residence  with  families 
normally  resident  in  the  district  and  other  persons  have  secured 
the  tenancy  of  vacant  houses  and  two  or  more  families  are  living 
together.  At  the  same  time  no  gross  overcrowding  has  been 
found. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 
Milk  Supply. 

There  are  220  registered  cowsheds  and  dairies  in  the  district 
in  which  milk  is  pioduced  for  sale,  large  proportion  of  which 
are  licensed  for  the  production  of  Designated  Milks  by  the  Essex 
County  Council.  In  addition  there  are  23  dairies  used  by  persons 
who  retail  milk  purchased  from  other  producers,  and  22  persons 
who  are  registered  to  retail  milk  within  the  district,  with  premises 
outside  the  district.  These  premises  have  been  regularly  inspected 
and  details  of  works  which  have  been  carried  out  as  a result  of 
requests  from  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department,  in  order 
to  improve  the  premises,  are  shown  in  the  table  on  page  n. 

21  licences  were  granted  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Orders  1936  and  1938.  These  were  renewals  of  licences  previously 
granted  to  the  holders. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  slaughterhouses  were  closed  when  the  Ministry  of  Food 
scheme  for  centralised  slaughtering  came  into  operation  in  January. 
All  animals  are  now  slaughtered  in  slaughterhouses  outside  the 
district.  Meat  exposed  for  sale  or  deposited  for  manufacture 
in  premises  within  the  district  is  regularly  inspected. 

533  lbs.  of  meat  were  condemned  as  diseased  or  unsound  or 
unfit  for  the  food  of  man. 

Quantities  of  poultry  and  rabbits  exposed  for  sale  in  shops 
have  been  inspected. 
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The  bakehouses  and  other  premises  where  food  is  prepared 
for  sale  were  also  regularly  visited.  Supervision  was  maintained 
over  premises  where  ice  cream  is  manufactured  or  stored  for  sale. 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES 

There  was  no  major  outbreak  of  notifiable  infectious  disease 
during  the  year  but  in  the  spring  there  was  a widesprerd  outbreak 
of  German  measles.  The  comparatively  large  number  of  cases 
of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  Runwell  during  the  year  is  largely 
due  to  cases  occurring  in  an  Institution  in  the  parish. 

The  immunisation  of  children  against  diphtheria  was  continued 
during  the  year.  1343  children  were  completely  immunised  and 
134  partially  immunised,  ( i.e . had  received  the  first  inoculation). 
The  prophylactic  used  throughout  was  A.P.T. 

This  makes  a total  of  1831  immunised  children  in  the  district 
at  the  end  of  1940.
